iv) The percentage of employment in non-agricultural activities being not less than fifty percent 
of the total employment.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Civil Services 
( Amendment) Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 8.- In rule 8 of the Karnataka Civil Services Rules (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules), after clause (10), the following shall be inserted, namely: -

“Provided further that Government servants retired between 01.09.2003 and 08.09.2006 
shall be eligible for notional fixation but not for any arrears upto 22 nd October, 2007.” 

8. Insertion of new rule 291 G.- After rule 291-F of the said rules the following new rule 
shall be deemed to have been inserted with effect from the 1 st day of September, 2003, namely:- 

‘291(G).- In respect of Government Servant who retire from Service on or after 1st day of 
September 2003 Pension shall be calculated at fifty percent of ‘emoluments’ drawn by him at the 
time of his retirement. The amount of pension so arrived at shall be related to the maximum 
qualifying service of 66 completed six monthly periods. For a Government Servant who, at the time 
of his retirement, renders a qualifying service of 20 completed six monthly periods or more but less 
than 66 completed six monthly periods the amount of his pension shall be in such proportion of 
the maximum admissible pension, as the qualifying service rendered by him, is to the maximum 
qualifying service of 66 completed six monthly periods. 

Provided that the Government servant retired or died while in service between date of 
01.09.2003 and 08.09.2006 shall be eligible for financial benefits only from 22.10.2007”. 

9. Insertion of new rule 293 F. -After rule 293-E of the said rules, the following new rule shall 
be deemed to have been inserted with effect from 1 st day of July 2005, namely:-., 

“293 F.- (1) In the case of a Government servant who has completed not less than ten six 
monthly period of qualifying service the amount of retirement gratuity payable under these rules 
shall be equal to l/4 lh of the emoluments for each completed six monthly period of qualifying 
service, subject to a maximum of 16 Vi times of the emoluments. The amount of retirement gratuity 
thus calculated shall be subject to maximum of rupees three lakhs. 


(2) In the event of the death of a Government servant the death gratuity admissible 
under these rules shall be at the following rates, namely:-

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Explanation:- The term “emoluments” for purpose of calculating various retirement and death 
benefits and family pension shall mean the basic pay drawn by a Government Servant in the scale 
of pay applicable to the post held by him on the date of retirement or death and also include,- 

(a) Stagnation increment, if any, granted to him above the maximum of the scale of pay; 

(b) Personal pay, if any, granted to him under sub-rule(3) of rule 7 of the Karnataka Civil 
Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 2007; and 

(c) Additional increment granted beyond the maximum of the time scale of pay in terms of 
Government Order No.FD 13 SRP 2002 dated 9 th May, 2002”.

“297D.- In respect of retirement or death of a Government Servant while in service on or

(Received the assent of the Governor on the Twenty second day of July, 2010) 

An Act further to amend the Karnataka Panchayath Raj Act, 1993. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Panchayath Raj Act, 1993, 
(Karnataka Act 14 of 1993) for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislative in the Sixty First year of the republic of 
India as follows ; 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Panchayath Raj 
(Amendment) Act, 2010. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 2.- In section 2 of the Karnataka Panchayath Raj Act, 1993 
(Karnataka Act 14 of 1993) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), after clause (28), the 
following shall be inserted, namely 

"(28-A) "Panchayath Development Officer" means the Panchayath Development Officer of the Grama 
Panchayath;" 

3. Amendment of section 5 .- In section 5 of the principal Act, in sub-section (4), for the words 
"one third", the words "fifty percent" shall be substituted. 

4. Amendment of section 7.- In section 7 of the Principal Act, after sub-section (2), the 
following shall be inserted, namely :- 

"(3) Not withstanding anything contained in this Act or the rules made thereunder, the giving 
and recording of votes in the Grama Panchayat election by voting machines in such manner as may 
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be prescribed, may be adopted in such constituency or constituencies as the State Election 
commission may having regard to the circumstances of each case specify. 

Explanation : For the purpose of this section, "Voting Machine" means any machine or 
apparatus whether operated electronically or otherwise used for giving or recording of votes and any 
reference to a ballot box or ballot paper in this Act or the rules made there under shall, save as 
otherwise provided, be construed as including a reference to such voting machine wherever such 
voting machine is used at any election." 

5. Amendment of section 44.- In section 44 of the principal Act, in sub-section (2), in clause 
(c), for the words "one third", the words "fifty percent" shall be substituted. 

6. Amendment of section 111 .- in Section III of the Principal Act, in sub-section (1), for the 
words "Secretary" the words "Panchayat Development Officer and Secretary" shall be substituted. 

7. Amendment of section 112.- In section 112 of the Principal Act, in sub-section (2), for the 
word "Secretary" the words "Panchayat Development Officer, Secretary and Accounts Assistant" 
shall be substituted. 

8. Amendment of section 113.- In section 113 of the Principal Act, in sub-section (2) and (4), 
for the word "Secretary" the words "Panchayat Development Officer" shall be substituted. 

9. Amendment of section 123.- In section 123 of the principal Act, in sub-section (3), for the 
words "one third", the words "fifty percent" shall be substituted. 

10. Amendment of section 130.- In section 130 of the Principal Act, after sub-section (2), the 
following shall be inserted, namely :- 

"(2A) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or the rules made thereunder, the giving 
and recording of votes in taluk panchayath elections by voting machines in such manner as may be 
prescribed, may be adopted in such constituency or constituencies as the State election 
commission may having regard to the circumstances of each case specify. 

Explanation : For the purpose of this section, "Voting Machine" means any machine or 
apparatus whether operated electronically or otherwise used for giving or recording of votes and any 
reference to a ballot box or ballot paper in this Act or the rules made thereunder shall, save as 
otherwise provided, be construed as including a reference to such voting machine wherever such 
voting machine is used at any election". 

11. Amendment of section 138.- In section 138 of the Principal Act, in sub-section (2), in 
clause (c), for the words "one third", the words "fifty percent" shall be substituted. 

12. Amendment of section 162.- In section 162 of the principal Act, in sub-section (3), of the 
words "one third", the words "fifty percent" shall be substituted. 

13. Amendment of section 169.- In section 169 of the Principal Act, after sub-section (2), the 
following shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(2A) Not withstanding anything contained in this Act or the rules made thereunder, the giving 
and recording of votes in zilla panchayath elections by voting machines in such manner as may be 
prescribed, may be adopted in such constituency or constituencies as the State Election 
Commission may having regard to the circumstances of each case specify 

Explanation: For the purpose of this section “Voting machine” means any machine or 
apparatus whether operated electronically or otherwise used for giving or recording of votes and any 
reference to a ballot box or ballot paper in this Act or the rules made there under shall, save as 
otherwise provided, be construed as including a reference to such voting machine wherever such 
voting machine is used at any election.” 

14. Amendment of section 1 77.- In section 177 of the principal Act, in sub-section (2), in 
clause (c), for the words “one third”, the words “fifty percent” shall be substituted. 
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15. Amendment of section 200.- In section 200 of the Principal Act, in sub-section(3), for the 
word “secretary” the words “Panchayat Development Officer” shall be substituted.. 

16. Amendment of section 241.- In section 241 of the Principal Act, in sub-sections(l) and 
(5), for the word “secretary” the words “Panchayat Development Officer” shall be substituted

THE KARNATAKA LOKAYUKTA (AMENDMENT) ACT, 2010 

(Received the assent of the Governor on the Twenty second day of July, 2010) 

An Act further to amend the Karnataka Lokayukta Act, 1984. 
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Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Lokayukta Act, 1984 (Karnataka 
Act 4 of 1985) for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty-first year of the Republic of 
India as follows 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Lokayukta 
(Amendment) Act, 2010. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the State Government may, by notification, 
appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 2.- In the Karnataka Lokayukta Act, 1984 (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act), in section 2, in clause (13), for the words “means a Secretary”, the words 
“means the Chief Secretary, an Additional Chief Secretary, a Principal Secretary, a Secretary, or a 
Secretary-II” shall be substituted. 

3. Amendment of section 7.- In section 7 of the principal Act,- 

(1) for sub-section (1), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Lokayukta may investigate any action which is 
taken by or with the general or special approval of,- 

(a) (i) the Chief Minister; 

(ii) a Minister; 

(iii) a member of the State Legislature; 

(iv) the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman (by whatever name called) or a member of an 
authority, board or a committee, a statutory or non-statutory body or a corporation 
established by or under any law of the State Legislature including a society, co-operative 
society or a Government company within the meaning of section 617 of the Companies 
Act, 1956, nominated by the State Government; 

in any case where a complaint involving a grievance or an allegation is made in respect of such 
action. 

(b) any other public servant holding a post or office carrying either a fixed pay, salary or 
remuneration of more than rupees twenty thousand per month or a pay scale the minimum of 
which is more than rupees twenty thousand, as may be revised, from time to time in any case 
where a complaint involving a grievance or an allegation is made in respect of such action or such 
action can be or could have been, in the opinion of the Lokayukta, recorded in writing, the subject 
of a grievance or an allegation.” 

(2) in sub-section (2), after the words "opinion of the Upalokayukta", the words "recorded in 
writing" shall be inserted; 

(3) in sub-section (4), after the words and figures, "sub-sections (1) to (3)", the words "when 
the office of a Upalokayukta is vacant by reason of his death, resignation, retirement, removal or 
otherwise or" shall be inserted. 

4. Amendment of section 9 In section 9 of the principal Act,- 

(1) after sub-section (1), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:- 

"Provided that in case of a grievance, if the person aggrieved is dead or for any 

reason, unable to act for himself, the complaint may be made or if it is already made, may 
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be prosecuted by his legal representatives or by any other person who is authorized by him 
in writing in this behalf." 

(2) in sub-section (3) 

(i) in clause (a), after the word "complaint", the following shall be inserted namely: - 

"and in the case of an investigation initiated suo-motu by him, the opinion recorded 
by him to initiate the investigation under sub-section (1) or (2), as the case may be, of 
section 7;" 

(ii) in clause (b), after the word "complaint", the words "or opinion recorded under 
sub-section (1) and (2) of section 7 as the case may be" shall be inserted. 

5. Amendment of section 13.- In section 13 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1), after 
the words "accept or reject the declaration", appearing at two places, the words "after giving an 
opportunity of being heard" shall be inserted. 

6. Amendment of section 15.- In section 15 of the principal Act,- 

(1) in sub-section (3), in clause (aa), for the words “with the prior concurrence of that 
Government”, the words “with the prior concurrence of the Central Government and State 
Government” shall be substituted; 

(2) in clause (b), for the words "any other agency", the words "any person or any other agency" 
shall be deemed to have been substituted wit h effect from the first day of August 2006; 

(3) in sub-section (4), in the proviso, after the words "Provided that", the words "when the 
office of the Lokayukta is vacant by reason of his death, resignation, retirement, removal or 
otherwise or" shall be inserted. 

7. Validation.- Notwithstanding anything contained in any judgment, decree or order of any 
court, any action taken by the Lokayukta under the Principal Act, prior to the commencement of 
this Act, shall be deemed to have been taken under the Principal Act as amended by this Act and 
no such action including investigation, proceedings, enquiry or recommendation made thereon 
shall be deemed to be invalid by reason only that, at the time when such action was taken, the 
Lokayukta had no powers to take such action under the Principal Act and no jurisdiction exercised 
by the Lokayukta under the Principal Act shall be called in question before any court, authority or 
tribunal.
